from one milo to four thousand feet, 
it -was ascertained afterwards, has ser- 
ernl good sites for saloons, that \vere 
just a little less than one mile from the 
Home. 
The object of this legislation 


was not for the public good but for pri- 
vate gain. It is the same kind of leg- 
islation that the Republican party has 
been giving us in nation, state and 
municipality for lo! these many years.

When a coun- 


cil with barely enough members present

cil meetings, and that it is their imper- 
ative duty to attend every meeting un- 
less prevented by sickness. 
When pub- 


lic improvements are made it would 
seem but just that those -who are most 
bonefitted should bear the burden of 
the expense. The man who owns prop- 
erty on West Eighth street is not inter- 
ested in or bcnefitted by the opening 
out of East Fifth street, or any other 
street in the eastern part of the city 
and just why he should be made to bear 
the expense of such improvement, is 
more than we are able to undertsand. 


The love for the old soldier in this 


Republican congress is demonstrated 
by the fact that though there are over 
two hundred Republican majority in 
the House, it is seldom that there are 
enough of them present on Friday even- 
ings, the time sot aside for the consid- 
eration of pension bills, to form a 
quorum.

A few facts from the United 


States Burosui of Statistics may serve 
ro show the absurdity of the protective 
tariff idea and show the reader that the 
Wilson bill has already demonstrated 
the fact thut we need no change along 
tho line of tariff legislation. 


We arc told that the Wilson bill is 


yi-urly creating a greater deficit. 
Let 


u* see whether this is true or not. 
In 


1S03, tho last year of the .McKiiiley 
law, 
the excess of imports over exports 


was $18,?3o,72$: during the first year 
ni the 
1 Wilson bill the excess of exports 


over imports were $3-';7,14,VJ50. This 
does net look like the country \v;\s go- 
ing to ruin very rapidly, 
They tell us 


that wo must have the McKiuloy bill 
re-enacted to raise sufficient revenue 
to run the government. 
Only a few 


years ago they clamored for the Mr- 
Kiuley law to reduce the surplus. 
Now, they toll us that the same meas- 
ure will increase the revenue. Tliey 
may be able to explain this double, 
hack-net ion principle on wihch this 
wonderful MeKiuley bill acts but \ve 
;ire unable to comprehend it. 
We con- 


cede thut it works all right in reducing 
the revenue and that in connection 
with a billion dollar congress it suc- 
ceeded in changing the figures of a 
revenue of $80,000,000 in excess of tho 
ordinary expenditures of the govern- 
ment to a $69,000,000 deficit. Through 
the Wilson bill, however, in tie last 
year, this has been reduced to $42,000, 
000, 
and if the tariff is let alone and 


the billion dollar congress choked off, 
the entire deficit will be wiped out in 
two more years. 


The declaration that the wool indus- 


try and the butter industry and the 
iron industry are ruined by the Wilson 
tariff is equally falacious. 
Under the 


last year of the McKinley bill there 
was exported from the United States 
only 91,858 pounds of wool, but there 
was imported 
172,435,838 pounds. 


Under the first year of the Wilson bill 
ther was exported 520,217 pounds and 
the imports were only 
55,152,558 


pounds, an increase of exports of 428, - 
859 and a decrease of imports of 117,- 
289,280 pounds. 
These exports, of 


course refer only to domestic \vool. 
Under the last year of the McKinley 
bill, the exports of butter were 8,920,- 
107 pounds, while under the first year 
of the Wilson bill the exports were 11,- 
812,092 pounds, an increase of 2,891,- 
985 pounds in one year. That the ex- 
portation of iron and steel has only 
been limited by the output, is unques- 
tioned. 
This does not look *? if the 


Wilson bill was bringing ruin ' pon the 
country very rapidly. 


Farmers may be interested in the 


showing of the hog industry under the 
Wilson bill as compared with the re- 
sults under the McKinley law. During 
the last year of the McKinley law there 
were exported 892,089,553 pounds of 
hog products at a value of §84,475,505. 
Under the first year of the Wilson law, 
the_export was 1,014,770,896 pounds at 
a value of .$98,341,487, an increase in 
pounds 
of 
122,681,344 
and 
an 


increase in value of §8,865,982. 


The exports of cotton to Europe alone 


during 1892-93 were 4,354,790 bales 
while in 1894-95 there were exported 
6,630,272 bales. 
But let us go a little 


farther and see what the working men 
have been doing. 
In the fabric indus- 


try in the United States there were in 
operation in 1893, 15,641,000 spindles, 
while in 1895 there were in operation 
16,183,000, an increase of 492,000. 
But without going into the almost 
numberless industries that all show an 
increase of business and n prosperity 
that not even the calamity howlers of 
tho Repulbican party can stay, let us 
look at the savings banks where the 
laborer, as a usual thing, deposits his 
surplus earnings. In 1893 the num- 
ber of depositors in savings banks _in 
the United States were 4,830,599 and 
the nomunt deposited was §1,785,150,- 
957. 
In 1895 the number of depositors 


was 4,875,519 and the amount depos- 
ited was $1,810,597,023, an increase in 
depositors of 44,920 and an increase in 
deposits .of $25,446,066. 
Does this 


look much like distress? The fact is 
that if there is any dilemma the Re- 
publican party has hold of the wrong 
horn of it. 
If instead of trying to 


squeeez from the people money to pay 
the bills of their billion dollar con- 
gresses, it would squeeze the life out 
of the profligacy of legislative bodies, 
whatever distress there may be would 
vanish. But, McKinley tells us we 
must go baek.to his robber tariff. 
In 


the face of these figures that are incon- 
trovertible, does it look as though it 
would be wise to do so? We think not 
and we feel confident that if the people 
are properly enlightened, they will 
demonstrate the fact that they want 
no more of McKinley or his methods 
of financiering, at the election, Novem- 
ber 3d.

Romance of tiie Wreck and Recovery of 


the Twilight's Cargo. 


Oue foggy morning-justaboutdawn in 


August, 1S65, the Ki^.e-whcel steamboat 
Twilight was making her way cautious- 
13- uj3 the Missouri river. In the wheel- 
house the pilot stood, dripping- with 
the heavy mist, calling- to the wheel- 
man: 


"Keep hevjackstaffon thelonecotton- 


u-oori on the starboard shore fmd sivinjr 
her stern around." 


The Twilight was chug-ctiugging 


along slowly against the current. Right 
ahead was a bend in the river. Sudden- 
ly there was a jar. The hog chains 
snapped with a report like a cannon and 
the boat, heavily '.'hogged" or bulged 
up in the middle, Uegan to sink. She 
had struck a huge submerged sycamore 
tree of Imge dimensions, having got out 
of the channel in the fog. 


The passengers were eared 
for by 


the farmers in the vicinity and taken to 
Kansas City, 20 miles distant, by a boat 
that came up the river that night. The 
cargo of the Twifig'ht was very rich, it 
was composed of 300 barrels of whisky, 
hundreds of cases of wines, liquors and 
canned goods and a large stock of gen- 
eral merchandise. 


For several years she lay on the log 


TrTthe river, visible when the water was 
low and again covered. She was a 
thing of—fascination to country boys, 
who dreamed of ali sorts of exploits to 
get the treasure out of her. There was 
an air of mystery about her that thrilled 
the farm lads like the tales of Capt. 
Eidd or the stories of the adventures of 
wreckers. 


TOUT years after she was sunk an un- 


successful attempt was made to get the 
cargo. Several years after that farmers 
in the vicinity got two barrels of 
whisky out of her and when they went 
for more, she could not be found. The 
treacherous river had shifted and sh« 
was buried in a sand bank. Then the 
river cut in along the south bank close 
under the bluff and the great rise of 
1SS7 
made a sand bar on top of her, 


buried her deep and left.hcr far inland 
under 39 feet of sand, 100 yards from 
the bank of the river at high water and 
half a mile from shore when the river 
was down. 


Last year a number of Kansas City 


gentlemen organized a company to re- 
cover the suuken cargo. By a series of 
ingenious mechanical devices they lo- 
cated the wrr.ck in 3D feet of water and 
found the freight in 
comparatively 


.good condition. There have been many 
interruption^ of the work, but a large 
part of the merchandise has already 
been recovered. 


The 300 barrels of whisky in the hold 


are in a perfect state of preservation. 
One of them was tapped and the whisky 
was found to be beyond compare. A 
glass of is, which waspoarcdoutbefore 
a company of men in the Kansas City 
club, iilled the entire floor .with, its 
aroma. It was thick arid oily, almost 
of the consistency of >"ew Orleans mo- 
lasses, and after the glass was emptied 
it clung to the sides as sirup would. 


The whisky will not bo taken out 


until the government officials shall be- 
come satisfied that it is tax free. The 
taxes were paid at the distillery where 
the stuff was made more than 30 years 
ago. 


There is a rumor that abaft ol where 


the whisky was .found is the purser's 
cabin, and in it is a "safe containing a 
large sum of money, which, was being 
carried from St. Louis to up-river mer- 
chants and army posts. Tha money 
question, however, ia forgotten for the 
present in the joy of the wreckers at 
the finding of the whisky. Speculation 
is rife aa to what will be the profits cf 
the wreckers. Experienced dealers say 
that the whisky, will sell readily for at 
least $400 a barrel.—St, Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


. a sent out there a few weeks ago 
for the purpose of looking up certain 
natural resources, and he has returned 
with a most intereatingreport. Among 
other things, he found great deposits 
of. mineral rubber—enough to make 
gum shoes for a large part of the popu- 
lation of the United States. It is black, 
and iu locked and felt exactly like 01- 
dinarj- rubber.

"You see, it is quite elastic,1' said Mr. 


Eldriclge, bending a piece with his 
fingers. "There is no telling hovr many 
valuable uses it may be put to in the 
future, but I imagine it will be em- 
ployed largely mixed with the vegetable 
rubber of commerce. 
For a roofing 


material it has already been proved 
excellent. In the mining-towns of Utah 
mineral rubber is utilized commonly 
for roofing, being prepared in sheets 
consisting of a layer of burlap, with 
1he rubber on both sides. 
Nothing- 


could be more thoroughly waterproof. 
Because it is so new not much is known 
about this peculiar stuff and its possi- 
bilities. Only a. few tons of it has been 
mined near the Uintah reservation, 
where it is chiefly found. It occurs in 
' veins, but the number and size of the 
latter are not reliably known as yet." 


Mr. Eldrifige took up from his desl 


a queer-looking, blackish chunk 
o: 


something not easily identified, that 
felt soft to the touch. 


"That is another unexplored min- 


eral," said he. "It is called mineral 
wax. and is found in veins like the min- 
eral rubber. It has not been mined at 
all, but many uses for it a.re likely to be 
discovered in the future. 
To electri- 


cians it will be valuable, doubtless, in- 
asmuch as it is one of the best insulat- 
ing materials for employment in their 
business. But here is another interest- 
ing mineral substance, also from Utah." 


The specimen of this latter looked 


exactly like a piece of obsidian, or black 
volcajnic glass. It was hard as any 
rock. "That is gum asphalt," said the 
expert. "My chief business in Utah was 
to examine the deposits of this ma- 
terial. It is a wonderful substance and 
represents a great mineral resource 
that has ha.rdly been touched as yet. 
It is nothing more nor less than an ex- 
ceedingly pure kyid of asphalt, and its 
important usefulness is in the manu- 
facture of vaxnishes. 


"The substance is found under con- 


ditions .so extraordinary that nobody 
has been able to account for them very 
satisfactorily. The deposits are chiefly 
within and in the neighborhood of the 
Uncompahgre reservation. 
You are 


walking ucross the country and come 
upon a queer-looking streak that runs 
straight as an arrow flies. You brush 
away the sand and beneath it jrou find 
that the streak is perfectly black. It 
is a vein of gum asphalt. 


"There are many such veins near the 


eastern edge of Utah, and some of them 
run over into Colorado. They have a 
tendency to run parallel to each other, 
with a trend from northwest to south- 
east. They vary in width from a quar- 
ter of an inch to 18 feet, and they a.re 
from half a mile to six miles in length. 
Nobody knows how deep they are. The 
greatest depth reached is 125 feet. Thus 
far mining for the stuff has hardly got 
beyond the prospecting stage. 
The 


veins are perfectly vertical. . 


"These veins of asphalt 
represent 


cracks in the crust of the earth, made 
in a distant geological epoch and sub 
slantially filled in with the gum asphalt. 
The stuff has much of the appearance 
and hardness of jet. Of coui-se it is only 
useful for making black varnishes. Xo, 
it will never be used for paving streets 
unless, perhaps, as a-n admixlui'e witL 
ordinary asphalt to improve the quality ] 
of tho latter; it is too valuable, yon 
see. I cannot tell you from what source 
the substance was originally derived. 
It is believed that all asphalts are o!! 
vegetable origin. We -know that clur- 


• ing the coal-forming period vast ac- 
cumulations of vegetable material were 
laid down in beds and became trans- 
formed in various ways, subsequently 
by chemical processes. According to 
conditions governing, they were meta- 
morphosed into deposits of coal, pe- 
troleum or bitumen—the Inst bc'ing- 
ft-hat we call asphalt"—St.. Louis Tio- 
onblio.

3erman citizens of the city, died today 
shortly after noon after a long illnessi 
with liver and stomach trouble. Hisi 
death has been momentarily oxpecteeS 
for several weeks and for the last few 
days he has been unconscious. Ho 
possessed a wonderful 
constitution, 


Deceased was bom 
in Schopploch, 


Wurtenburg, Germany, Feb. 38, 1839, 
and was consequently fifty-seven years 
old. 
He came to Portsmouth in 1860 


and enlisted in Co. G., 1st Ohio Regi- 
ment, the first company that went out 
from Portsmouth to fight in the civil 
war. 
He afterwards reenlisted in the 


56th. He served throughout the war 
and in 1866 went back to his native 
land where 
he 
was married 
to 


Miss Johanna Schott. They returned 
to Portsmouth in X868 and Mr: Pfau 
engaged in the bakery business on 
Front street, just 
above 
Madison, 


where he remained for 22 years before 
moving onto Second street. 


His wife and nine children survive 


him. 
The children are Mary B., wife 


of Chas. Grain; John, who is in Col- 
umbus, and Jake, Adam, Lizzie, Chas., 
Rosa, Willie and Laura, the youngest 
aged nine. 


Mr. Pfau has been a sufferer from 


liver trouble for about thirteen years. 
Last Christmas he was taken down 
quite low, but recovered somewhat, 
only to get worse again in a short 
time. He has been confined to his bed 
since January IS. 


Deceased was a member of the Ger- 


man lodge of Odd Fellows, also a 
prominent G. A. R. member. Ths 
funeral will be held Sunday afternoon 
at half past two o'clock from the Ger- 
man Evangelical church, of which he 
was an active member.

Take a nicely cut fore-quarter of 


lamb, place it before a quick fire, and 
baste.it well all the time it is cooking; 
about a quarter of an hour before it ia 
ready to take from the fire, dredge a 
little flour over to froth and brown it. 
When laid on a hot dish, slip the knife 
between the shoulder and ribs to 
partially separate thorn, and place in 
the aperture a slice of fresh butter, a 
squeeze of lemon and a small pinch of 
cayenne; serve the lamb with a paper 
ruffle round the shanlc-bone and a little 
good gravy under the-joint (mint sauce 
generally accompanies this dish). Allow 
a quarter of an hour to twenty minutes 
for every pound of meat to be roasted, 
and remember that lamb, like all young 
meat, should be thoroughly and wel] 
cooked.—Good Housekeeping.
